Freezing rain, sleet or just

ROME, Jan. 27 (UP)—Movie

Power arrived promptly at 10 
am.

At 10:52 the bride arrived 
breathless and beautiful to the 
accompaniment of cheers from the 
mob outside: The ceremony was 
scheduled for 10:30.

Parallel Features in

WASHINGTON, Jan. 27— 
Smooth sailing in this Congress 
for comprehensive slum clearance 
and public housing appeared as- 
sured today with the introduction 
of Republican-sponsored bills in 
the House and Senate. 
An impressive list of sponsors— 


10 in the House and 14 in the Sen- 
ate—associated themselves with 


the Republican bills. 

They differ only in minor rela- 
tively details between themselves 
and as compared with the Ellen- 
der bill which presented the ad- 
ministration program in the Sen- 
ate. The differences in the three 
measures are mainly in their 
scope, and not in principle. 

All are based on the slum clear- 
ance and public housing features 
of the old Wagner-Ellender-Taft 
bill which became own as the 
Taft-Ellender-Wagner bill in the 
last Congress. 

So far as slum clearance is con- 
cerned the provision is the same 
in all these bills—the federal gov- 
ernment would undertake to pay 
two-thirds of the cost of acquiring 
and clearing a site and writing 
down its value to the new use 
intended for it. For this purpose 
one billion dollars in loans and 
a half billion in grants to local 
communities would be available. 

Difference on Housing Units. 

So far as public housing is con- 
cerned the only major difference 
is in the number of housing 
units contemplated. The Ellender 
bill proposes 1,050,000 in seven

Controlled Temperature 
Treatment, Together 
With Heparin and Pen- 
icillin, Given Exposure 
Victim.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 27—Sumner 
Welles, former Under Secretary of 


State, was saved from probable 
amputations of his hands and feet 
by postwar techniques of con- 
trolled temperature treatment, 
used together ‘with heparin and 
penicillin, the Washington Post re- 
ported today in a copyright article. 

Welles, whose syndicated column 
on international affairs appears in 
the Post-Dispatch, was found pros- 
trate about a mile from his Oxon 
Hill (Md) estate on the morning 
of Dec. 26, his clothing frozen stiff 
by the 15 degree cold. He author- 
ized publication of the Post article 
as “a service to the general pub- 
lic.” 

The treatment was described by 
Dr. J. Ross Veal, Washington 
vascular surgeon, who used 
heparin, a blood anti-coagulant dis- 
covered in 1916 by a Washington 
canoer specialist, Dr. Jay McLean. 

Patient Ready to Go Home. 

The treatment was so successful 
that yesterday, a month after the 
near-fatal accident, Welles was re- 
ported to be free of major ampu- 
tation danger and was preparing 
to go home. The most uncomfort- 
able after-effect, his specialist 
said, will be sensitiveness to 
temperature changes, particularly 
cold. 

After Welles was found at 7 
a.m. in a field about 100 yards 
from a creek, he was rushed to 
Casuality Hospital in Washington. 
While he was still suffering from 
shock he was given an intravenous 
injection of heparin, which Df. 
McLean had discovered when he 
was a medical student at Johns 
Hopkins University. 

The general treatment consisted 
of hospitalization in a heatless 
room, constant application of cold 
packs to the frostbitten members, 
injections of heparin to prevent in- 
ternal blood clotting, penicillin in- 
jections to step infections from 
the blisterings that follow extreme 
frostbite, and whirlpool baths for 
therapeutic massage of muscles 
and joints affected by the freeze. 
Key Is Con Circulation. 

To understand the treatment, 
Dr. Veal said, physicians must be 
familiar with the physiology of 
blood circulation during frostbite. 
This circulation must be con- 
trolled and balanced to meet the 
delicate state of the tissue cells 
affected. 

Tissue cells that are almost 
frozen can be brought back by 
careful regulation of their fuel 
supply, blood circulation. Heat is 
the greatest danger, since heat 
dilates the blood vessels to a max- 
imum degree flooding the crippled 
cells beyond their capacity. The 
cells are killed and gangrene, 
death of the tissues, follows. 

“You can see,” said the special- 
ist, chat the old-time measure of 
rubbing snow on frostbites is 
scientifically beneficial.”

The attack on the findings was 
based on the fact that only Chair- 
man Morris E. Osburn and Com- 
missioner Kyle D. Williams con- 
curred in the findings, or report, 
while a third commissioner, Miss 
Agnes Mae Wilson, concurred in 
the result. The other commis- 
sioners, Charles L. Henson and E. 
L. McClintock, dissented on the 
ground the rate increases Were 
excessive. 

Position of Kansas City. 

Kansas City, in its petition by 
City Counselor David M. Proctor 
and Jerome M. Joffee, special 
utilities counsel, raise the possi- 
bility that a * concurring opin- 
fon might be filed in the case. 
This obviously was aimed at Miss 
Wilson. 

If this should be done or new 
findings should be filed with the 
concurrence of a majority of the 
commission, insufficient time would 
remain for challenging the in- 
creases before they take effect, the 
ae declared. 

t was learned today that Miss 
wees is preparing a separate 
concurring opinion, expected to be 
ready within a few days. 
Although Miss Wilson's concur- 
rence in the result had been ac- 
cepted generally as a customary 
means of making the increase or- 
der effective, Kansas City charged 
that failure of a majority to join 
in the findings was illegal. It as- 
serted that this violated state 
statutes an administrative proced-

The rate increases will become 
effective next Tuesday, under the 
commission order, issued nine 
days ago. A new opinion in the

“Of course, things get pretty 
congested at times, even in a 
three-story house,” he said. “It’s 
bad between 7 and 8 o'clock in 
the morning, when we have to 
get 14 children off to schoo] or 
to work. You might call that the 
peak rush hour. But my wife has 
nerves of steel and a wonderful 
disposition, and she has things 
organized so the house almost 


runs itself.” 


Four Bathrooms—And a Schedule. 
There are four bathrooms, and 
each child is allotted a certain 
time between 6:30 a.m. and break- 
fast. There are no double bunks; 
each child has a separate bed 
and makes it up, as well as per- 
forming other allotted household 
duties. 

“This is a co-operative enter. 
prise, and we follow a real sched- 
ule,” Schaeffer explained. “We 
have three washing machines and 
an automatic ironer, and each girl 
down to the 10-year-old does her 
own washing. Hot water is no 
problem because we have a 140 
gallon electric tank.” 

The Schaeffers have no hired 
help, Mrs. Agnes Haberstroh of 
O’Fallon, Mo., a cousin of Schaef- 
fer, is fling in while the mother 
is in the hospital, but that is only 
temporary. 

“We tried outside help but it 
was unsatisfactory,” the father 
said, “When we had only 12 chil- 
dren, I put an ad in the paper for 
a maid.

I said, No, but it seems like one.’

An iron fence around the Schaef- 
fer home keeps the smaller chil- 
dren from straying, and the big 
back yard is equipped with swings, 
a playhouse, a wading pool and 
other attractions. 

Public Address System. . 
Schaeffer, an electrical contrac- 
tor, has installed a public address 
system inside the house, and a bell 
signal summons the youngsters 
from play outdoors, each child 
having a call number. 

Grocery and clothing bills are 
sizable, but they don’t worry the 
Schaeffers. 

“In a family this size, everyone 
accepts hand-me-downs as a 
matter of course,” the father said. 
J have a charge account at a 
shoe repair shop, and whenever 
one of the kids finds his shoes 
need mending, he goes and gets 
them fixed.” 

Food, much of which the Schaef- 
fers store in a deep-freeze unit, 
costs the family about $250 a 
month. The milk bill alone runs 
about $70 a month. 

The new baby will add $600 to 
the $10,200 Schaeffer has been de- 
ducting in federal income tax ex- 
emptions, but even with all the 
exemptions Schaeffer still has to 
pay some federal income tax, he 
said.

Sullivan Asks ‘St. Louisans Not to Join 4

WASHINGTON, Jan. 27—Presi- 
dent Truman said today he did 
not think landlords in St. Louis 
or other cities would be able to 
get away with their plan of mass 
evictions as a protest against rent 
control. 

Characterizing the scheme as a 
rather poor approach to the prob- 
lem, the President evidenced his 
familiarity with it by reminding 
reporters that originated in Tulsa 
and the great oil center down in 
Oklahoma, 

Promoters of the movement in 
Oklahoma have invited landlords 
in other cities to join with them. 
They profess to be willing to with- 
draw apartments and other resi- 
dential properties from the rental 
market, with the idea that this 
would cause their tenants to join 
with them in protesting against 
the enactment of stricter rent con- 
trol legislation now being consid- 
ered in Congress. 

Sullivan’s Advice. 

Representative John B. dullivan 
(Dem.), St. Louis, wrote yesterday 
to J. J. Kuehner, St. Louis, chair- 
man of the Real Property Owners 
League, advising it not to join in 
the movement. 

“Certain some landlords have 
suffered hardships, financial hard- 
ships, but let them express them- 
selves in the legitimate and orderly 
manner of our democracy,” Sulli- 


“I firmly believe that this Con- 
gress will find a way to properly 
relieve the hardships of landlords 
and at the same time adequately 
protect the tenants.” 
Members of the Tulsa 

Owners’ Association started the 
eviction protest against rent con- 
trol legislation when they ‘began 
distributing 60-day eviction notices 
yesterday. Landlords in other large 
cities say they may follow suit. 


Rent Director’s Attitude. 

Rent Director Tighe E. Woods 
said last night it is “questionable” 
whether landlords “who band to- 
gether” to withdraw their prop- 
erty from the market are acting 
“in good faith.” 

Woods sent this telegram to A.

Tenants who 
receive such notices are being 
urged to report to our area offices.

Meyers said the city also fa- 
‘vored expenditure of state road 
funds in municipalities under the 
direct supervision of the State 
Highway Department. 

For more than 25 years, he said, 
St. Louisans contributed a large 
part of the state highway funds 
through payment of state gasoline 
taxes, without a proportionate 
share of the money being spent 
within the city. In recent years 
has the state spent some money 
in cities, in improving streets, 
carrying state and federal high- 
ways and providing traffic relief 
connections between them.

The 
policy stated in the Vandenberg 
Resolution also is a forthright rec- 
ognition of the fear and insecurity 
that weigh upon.free people every- 
where and hamper the efforts we 
and others are making to promote 
international economic recovery. 
It. is another evidence of the 
Tealistic approach to basic world 
problems exemplified by the Euro- 
pean Recovery Program. 

A Premise for Peace. 

The conduct’ of American for- 
eign policy since the defeat of the 
Axis powers has been based on 
the premise that strong nations 
can live together in peace, if they 
are willing to do so, no matter 
how much they may differ in their 
economic and political outlook and 
in their national institutions. One 
proof of our sincere belief in this 
premise and of our hope for cot 
lective security was the drastic 
reduction of our armed forces im- 

tely after the end of hos- 
tilities. A more positive proof has 
been our whole-hearted co-opera- 
tion with the majority of the 
members of the United Nations 
in the common effort to achieve 
enduring peace and a world order 
based on law. 

The United Nations was founded 
on this same premise of Great 
Power co-operation. The structure 
of the U.N. is therefore such that 
if any one Great Power is unwill- 
ing to co-operate, it can seriously 
impede efforts for peace within 
the tion. 

A consideration of the interna- 
tional situation developed during 
the past three years clearly re- 
veals the major factors that make 
necessary the kind of policy set 
forth in the Vandenberg Resolu- 
tion—dissension in the U stage 
Nations, the wth of fear an 
* go obstruction of the 


co- operative efforts to eliminate 


the causes of that fear. 

Instead of the Great Power 
teamwork so devoutly sought by 
the people of the world, the ob- 
struction of one country and its 
willing or unwilling associates has 
seriously hampered the activities 
of the United Nations. The end 
result, if not the aim, of the Soviet 
program has been to weaken the 
effectiveness of the U.N. and to 
shake the confidence of many peo- 
ple in it as an instrument of peace. 
The resultant widespread fear and 
uncertainty have created a situa- 
tion in which forward-looking gov- 
ernments have begun to seek addi- 
tional means of preserving the 
peace in keeping with the princi- 
ples of the United Nations Charter. 

During three years of unavailin 
attempts to secure an adjustmen 
in Soviet policies, it became in- 
creasingly evident that peace- 
loving nations would have to take 
direct action, consistent with the 
aims and spirit of the Charter, to 


prevent the further loss of freedom 


and to reduce the danger of ag- 
gression. Inevitably, countries that 
found their freedom and security

nate the European nations or to 
dictate their decisions. It was 
open to all European countries 
willing to work whole-heartedly to- 
ward the common goal of recov- 
ery. The initial reaction ‘to the 
proposal, however, made it clear 
also that all nations did not feel 
that their interests would be 
served by the elimination of the 
social and economic troubles that 
plagued Europe. 

The Soviet Union flatly rejected 
the proposal. Its satellites were 
forced to follow suit, reluctantly. 
The Cominform, an organization 
composed of representatives of the 
Communist parties of Europe—all 
directed from Moscow, was estab- 
lished with the avowed purpose of 
defeating the ERP. 

As the morale of the western 
European countries rallied in re- 
sponse to ERP prospects, Commu- 
nist pressure increased throughout 
the Continent. In western Europe 
Communist-led minorities, particu- 
larly in France and Italy, tried 
unsuccessfully to dominate or 
weaken constitutional govern- 
ments and to disrupt the economic 
life of their countries. In eastern 
Europe Soviet efforts have been 
concentrated on consolidation of 
Communist control and the stamp- 
ing out of freedom. 

In February 1948 the free, demo- 
cratic government of Czechoslo- 
vakia was overthrown by a Com- 
munist coup d’etat. In March and 
April 1948 the Soviet Union, in vio- 
lation of agreements with Great 
Britaim, France and the United 
States, embarked on a series of 
provocative moves culminating in 
the total land blockade of Berlin 
and thereby created a situation 
gravely endangering the peace. 

The fall of Czechoslovakia 
shocked the countries of western 
Europe with the realization that 
they must be ready to meet a crisis 
at any time. Their sense of inse- 
curity mounted as they considered 
the possibility of a sudden out- 
break of violence over Berlin. 

How Fear Retards Recovery. 

Fear and insecurity, if left un- 
checked, might paralyze the re- 
covery effort and destroy the psy- 
chological basis upon which recov- 
ery depends. People are reluctant 
to make the strenuous effort and 
personal sacrifice required for suc- 
cessful economic recovery when 
they fear that their land will be 
overrun by alien armies and the 
fruits of their toil taken from 
them. The decisions governments 
must make in connection with 
their recovery programs are enor- 
mously complicated by the addi- 
tion of defense calculations. 

If world recovery is to progress, 
the sense of security must be re- 
stored. Since the threat of armed 
aggression is at the root of in- 
security, collective action which 
wil enable free nations to con- 
front a potential aggressor with 
preponderant power, together with 
economic recovery and political 
stability,: provides the only satis- 
factory antidote to fear. 


Collective Security | 
Under the United Nations 


HE Charter of the United Na- 

tions points the way to effec- 

tive co-operative action for 
individual and collective self-de- 
tense by nations in the present 
circumstances. It, does so by rec- 
ognizing that certain groups of 
countries have common interests 
of a strategic, political, economic, 
and social nature and that certain 
security problems are of a dis- 
tinctly regional character. 

The right of nations having 
such common interests to take 
collective action for defense under 
certain conditions is stated spe- 
cifically in two provisions of the 
Charter. 


or agencies for dealing with such 
matters relating to the mainte- 
nance of international peace and 
security as are appropriate for 
regional action. . . consistent with 
the Purposes and Principles of the 
United Nations.” 

The Treaty of Rio is a notable 
example of how these articles and 
other related provisions of the 
Charter may be put into practical 
effect. That treaty, which was 
adopted at the Inter-American 
Conference for the Maintenance 
of Continental Peace and Security 
held in Brazil in 1947, and which 
entered into effect on Dec. 3, 1948, 
provides for collective action by 
the American republics in the 
event of an armed attack against 
a Western Hemisphere nation, 
whether from within or without 
the Americas. A similar agree- 
ment embodying essentially the 
same principles has been entered 
into by several nations in West- 
ern Europe. This agreement pos- 
sibly means as much for security 
in the Western Hemisphere as 
does “he Treaty of Rio. 

The Brussels Pact. 
Shortly after the fall of Czecho- 
slovakia, the Governments of the 
United Kingdom, Belgium, France, 
The Netherlands, and Luxembourg 
met in Brussels to consider what 
kind of action they might take 
for their common security. The 
treaty that evolved from this 
meeting is known as the Brus- 
sels Treaty, signed March 17, 1948. 
The contracting parties commit- 
ted themselves for a period of at 
least 50 years to a number of im- 
portant undertakings, including— 
sweeping plans for closer eco- 
nomie co-operation; provision 
for co-operation in social mat- 
ters and closer cultural under- 
standing; settlement of disputes 
an.ong the signatories by peace- 
ful means, including referral to 
the International Court of Jus- 
tice of all matters within its 
jurisdiction; guarant®es of full 
military and other mutual aid 
in the event of an armed attack 
upon a member nation, in ac- 
cordance with the appropriate 
provisions of the United Nations 

Charter; and provision for per- 
manent consultative machinery 
to achieve the purposes of the 
treaty. 

The obligations assumed under 
the pact materially improve the 
prospects of greater strength and 
unitv in Western Europe. The de- 
fense provisions, however, are 
only partially effective; they do 
not, by themselves, appreciably 
lessen fear and insecurity in Eu- 
rope.. The reason is that the com- 
bined resources of the Brussels 
Pact nations cannot at this time 
provide enough military strength 
to assure effective resistance to 
aggression. Outside assistance

U. S. Action Essential. 
Because of its preponderant 
strength, support by the United 
States is essential. Just as the 
requirements of world peace have 
enlisted our support in programs 
of reconstruction, the mounting 
struggle for security requires that 
we give active support, both 
moral and material, to free na- 
tions taking joint action to pre- 
vent aggression. Association of 
the United States with, like-mind- 
ed nations in collective arrange- 
ments, in conformity with the 
principles and purposes of the 
U. N., is one of the most effective 
Ways we can contribute to the 
security of the world and our own 
protection.

Even the Canadian-American 
promoters, already nearly 35,000, 
000 down in their own, not tax- 
payers’ money, call the Ungava 
a “gamble” and a question of 
shaving costs to beat the Mesabi. 

The Americans are not yet hard 
up for irom. There are a billion 
tons left in the Mesabi—so its 
owners tell the tax assessors— 
and it is 51 per cent iron, close 
to the Ungava average of 55 per 
cent, 

A billion tons gives the Mesabi 
about 10 years. If war came to- 
morrow, the Ungava would be 
urgently needed. Meantime, how- 
ever, iron comes up from Chile 
safely enough, there being no 
enemy submarines, by deep-water 
ship, the cheapest transport: More 
iron will be coming from Vene- 
zuela soon, and Brazil has moun- 
tains of untouched iron, though 
deep in its interior.

iron interloper from the snowy 
badlands to be mother to a new 
brood ‘of American competitors. 

Because Mesabi's iron is bottled 
up behind the shallow channel of 
wzawrence and the moun- 
tain barrier of the Appalachians, 
the almost perfect monopoly of 
the Middle West has been unchal- 
lenged. Nature not only gave iron 
and coal together to the Great 
Lakes basin, but locked the door 
behind her. 

Barriers Surmounted. 

Now Nature presents the. Cana- 
dians with a gift that undermines 
her generosity to the Americans. 
Ungava ore, 360 miles from its 
seaport of Seven Islands, can go 
anywhere in the world nine 
months a year.. It is already out- 
side the twin barriers of the St. 
Lawrence rapids and the moun- 
tains, and nothing but lack of 
capital can hem it inte the sub- 
Arctic. 

Ungava’s threat to the nested 
furnaces of the Great Lakes is 
increased by recent improvements 
in iron-smelting. The making of 
steel, as craft and as science, is 
free and roaming around. 

The steel mill has changed like 
the old washboard and clothes 
wringer: It has become one con- 
tinuous operation. Steel-making 
can be set up far from ore, as long 
as the ore is cheaply borne in 
deep hulls. Iron ore tends to move 
toward coal, a looser cargo which 
costs more to move. 

Smelting, too, is changing. The 
use of oxygen to attain new high 
heats has made many of America's 
240 blast furnaces obsolete. Put- 
ting the furnace under forced 
pressure from above is another 
advance. These c have 
tended to cut the value of the old- 
style furnaces, making new plants 
feasible in new locations.

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The progressive Republicans in Congress have 
shown themselves to be better practitioners of 
bipartisanship in housing than the leaders of the 
Truman. Administration in the Senate and 
House, The Democrats introduced a new hous- 
ing bill at the outset of the session, but failed 
to include any Republicans, although Senators 
like Tobey, Flanders and Taft carried the ball 
for housing in the Eightieth Congress. Over- 
looking this partisan slight, an impressive num- 
ber of Republicans in each chamber have just 
joined in sponsoring housing bills which differ 
from the Ellender bill in only minor details. 

The G.O.P, proposals call for slum clearance 
and public housing on the same terms as were 
asked in the Taft-Ellender-Wagner bill in the 
last session. Since 14 Senators jpined in the 
Republican bill in the Senate, this means that 


one Republican Senator out of every three is 


already committed in favor of the slum clear- 
ance and public housing legislation. 

The Democrats’ bill authorizes a seven-year 
building program to provide public housing for 
1,050,000 families. This is too much, Senator 
Taft argues. He and other Republicans are back- 
ing 500,000 family-units to be produced in five 
years—the goal of the Taft-Ellender-Wagner 
bill, which failed to pass the House last year. 

The larger goal is well within reason. There 
is a backed-up need for low-rent housing be- 
cause pressure from real estate interests blocked 
any expansion from the small original program 
authorized in 1937. Slum-ridden American cities 
obviously need the million-odd units. 

Senator Taft objects that such a scale of 
building would be inflationary. Any building 
program will be inflationary in the short run, 
but nothing will end housing inflation except 
the adequate supply of shelter toward which the 
federal program will contribute. The dilemma 
of urgent need vs. high ‘prices cannot be 
avoided, but Congress can soften the impact by 
authorizing controls on building prices and 
wages and in other ways. 

Meanwhile, Representative Coudert, a New 
York Republican, is working up a bill to grant 
the states 2 billion dollars over a 10-year period, 
but authorizing no public housing. He says that 
federal encroachment into the housing field can 
be curbed in this way, and that private enter- 
prise can play a larger part. Mr. Coudert's 
arithmetic, however, indicates a much smaller 
program than either Senator Taft or the Demo- 
crats have in mind. His formula would appar- 
ently underwrite genuine low rents for only 
100,000 to 200,000 families all told—a drop in a 
vast bucket. It also involves matching grants 
out of municipal treasuries, which are mostly in 
a bad way already. 

In deference to their past coalition with the 
Republican Senators who favor public housing, 
the Democrats would be ungracious not to wel- 
come the Republican bills now offered. 

The next step to speed housing legislation is 
as clear as day. The Democratic and Repub- 
lican bills should be .merged, with the minor 
differences adjusted, and the sponsorship should 
be bipartisan. As it stands, more Republicans 
than Democrats are on record favorably in 
this session. The Democrats will do well to 
follow the Republican example of lining up im- 
pressive support and standing above partisan 
considerations in this vital housing legislation. 

Though private interests have already re- 
ceived costly favors, real estate spokesmen are 
yelling bloody murder at the prospect. It is not 
a happy thing that public funds should have to 
underwrite any housing at all, but this necessity 


merely reflects the fact that private builders do 


not produce homes at mass prices. They can 
have the whole field any time they can fill it— 
and welcome. Some day, perhaps, the real es- 
tate lobby will learn that this is the only way to 
stop what it calls “socialistic” housing.

Old Warhorse Champs His Bit 


After lacking a Vice President for nearly four 
years, the United States again has one presiding 
over the Senate. He is, of course, that grand 
old warhorse, Dear“ Alben W. Barkley of Ken- 
tucky. But he isn't too happy about the job 
ahead of him. It looks pretty technical, pretty 
much cut and dried. The Vice President, de- 
creed the Founding Fathers, shall preside over 
the Senate. With that they stopped and left it 
up to the heir-apparent to tackle any other 
duties that he liked. 

A fellow who has hit the ball as hard as Al- 
ben Barkley has in 22 years in the Senate wants 
more to do than decide which member was on 
his feet first and whether the Ayes sounded 
louder than the Nays. And so he offeged, in 
his salutatory, to be of service to Congress, the

Any time he leaves 
the rostrum, rolls up his verbal sleeves and 
pitches in, the debate, if we know our Senate 
debates, will be all the better off for his lapse.

Piles of Paper 


Gen. Eisenhower hoped he had escaped from 
the Army's passion for piling up tons of com- 
munications and memoranda. It did not take 
him long to learn better. He is president of 
Columbia University now, and each day still as- 
sails him with “mountainous white piles of 
paper. 

At least, the General can rest assured there 
are no greener pastures. He would be in the 
same fix as President of the United States or of 
the Pennsylvania railroad, as a scholar or a col- 
umnist. It is said that the modern age runs on 
oil, steel, rubber, electricity. It is as true to say 
that it-runs on paper. High government officials 
had sufficient reason for their fear that the 
paper shortage would interfere with winning the 
war. 

A little paper goes into the fundamentals of 
mechanical drawings and engineering descrip- 
tions; more is used in forms and reports to make 
work for regiments of clerks and executives. 
American enterprises are so vast and complex, 
and the men with the power are so remote from 
the operating fronts, that it takes millions of 
printed words to explain how the system works, 
to find and smooth out the kinks, and to 
speed up the pace.

Exhortations to greater efforts and more production move workers 
only to a point, reports British writer; he wonders whether these 
people feel that the labor is not worth the material reward 
| it brings; perhaps they need another incentive, pleasure in the job.

If people see posters, read advertisements 
or listen to speeches, there can scarcely be 
a Man or woman in the country who does 
not know by now that we need more and 
more production, that we must work or 
want and that the only path to more for all 
is more from each. Yet the willingness to 
work hard remains, to put it cautiously, no 
higher than it was when families did not 
“squat” in Nissen huts and nobody ever 
talked about the dollar deficit. 


The most usual explanation (and one that 
is undoubtedly partly true) is that people 
simply cannot grasp the connection be- 
tween their own efforts and the national 
position. There is another possibility that I 
have never seen mentioned—that the threat 
to the standard of life implied in all these 
warnings may have less power than we tend 
to think. 


We know that, in general, everybody 
wants a higher materia] standard of life, 
and would object strongly to a lowering of 
present standards. But the value of the 
material standard of life, like the value of 
anything else, must have a limit some- 
where; and there is nothing absurd in the 
idea that its improvement might involve 
more effort than people are willing to make. 


Truth That Is Overlooked 


Indeed, it has always been one of the 
standard difficulties of the “efficiency en- 


gineer” that material rewards as an incen- 


tive to effort, only work up to a point. 
This refusal on the part of workers to 
break their necks to earn another pound a 
week has usually been conveniently over- 
looked, because It does not fit in with our 
normal social and industrial theory. For 
many years. the cofeept of an ever-rising 
material 


after that the theory has always tended to 
disappear into a rosy mist of universal 
motor cars and television sets. 

Now, as America is busily showing us, it 
is perfectly possible to go on almost indefi- 
nitely inventing new things for people to 
want. But the fact remains that, despite 
all the technical and mechanical advances 
we may make, if the sky is the only Ümit 
to our materiel demands, the sky is also 
the limit to the amount of work that will 
be demanded of us. And there is no doubt 
that after a certain, fairly early point the 
value of more and more material things, in 
terms of the individuals happiness, begins 
to fall sharply. 

It has always seemed to me that to base 
the whole future of society on the incen- 
tive-value cf an ever-rising material stand- 
ard of life takes too little account of the 
law of diminishing returns.

Royall said the Army wants the

He said the Army has -690,000 
officers and men and that present 
budget limitations keeping the 
size gt that figure have his 
approval. 

He commented that by authoriz- 
ing a higher figure now, Congress 
merely would have to appropriate 
funds to bring in more men if 
needed. The authorization would 
not affect the Army’s cize unless 
backed up with money. 

Royall said the Army originally 
had planned to seek financing in 
the new fiscal year for an army 
of 837,000 officers and men but 
Pevised the figure downward be- 
cause of budget limitations. ‘The 
new fiscal year begins next July 1. 

The committee is holding hear- 
ings on legislation to allow the 
Air Force to have 70 combat 
groups despite the 48-group. ceil- 
ing requested by President Tru- 
man.

The Vandenberg Resolution. 
Three provisions of the resolu- 
tion (those contained in para- 
phs 1, 5, and 6) are relatively ) 
ng-range. They suggest means 
for organic strengthening of the 
United Nations. Though these ob- 
jectives are highly desirable, it 
is not likely that they can be 
immediately attained. ey must 
be achieved through the proce- 
dures of the United Nations and 
consequently their fruition re- 
quires a degree. of Great Power 
harmony which does not now 
exist. 


The other three provisions are 
capable of being put into effect 
immediately. They recommend 
that the United States— 
encourage the progressive devel- 
opment of collective security ar- 
rangements in keeping with the 
principles of the U.N. Charter; 
associate itself with such ar- 
rangements when they are 
based on full self-help and mu- 
tual aid and when they affect 
the security of this country; 
and make clear, in advance, 
that any armed attack by an 
aggressor nation upon à peace- 
loving nation whereby the se- 
curity of the United States is 
- affected will be combatted by 
the United States in the exer- 
eise of our inherent right of 
self-defense. 

Both the Vandenberg Resolu- 
tion and the, accompanying Re- 
port of the nate Foreign Rela- 
tions Committee (issued May 19, 
1948) make clear that these pro- 
visions are not directed against 
any country or group of coun- 
tries; they are directed only 
against aggression. 

Furthermore, any action taken 
pursuant to these provisions must 
be subject to constitutional pro- 
cess; that is, the people of the 
United States, through their rep- 
resentatives in Congress, must ap- 
prove any treaties, agreements or 
appropriation acts designed to im- 
plement the resolution. 

This important statement of the 
firm intention of the United 
States actively to oppose armed 
aggression and the positive. steps 
being taken to put it into effect 
have two purposes: To contribute 
to the maintenance of peace by 
helping to deter aggression any- 
where in the world, and to re- 
assure the free nations in their 
efforts to achieve security based 
on the recovery of their economic 


sand political stability. 


The resolution therefore works 
not only against aggression, but 
also against the FEAR OF A- 
GRESSION which can seriously 
impede the establishment of world 
conditions of peace and confi- 
dence. 

Security and Recovery—Parallel. 

In order to strengthen the 
United Nations, to promote world 
peate and security, and to insure 
the effectiveness of our efforts 
for economic recovery, the United 
States must now consider what 
practical means exist for associ- 
ating itself with other nations 
which have joined forces in a 
common front against aggression. 
It must determine what can be 
done to help those nations build 
a military establishment strong 
enough to assure their effective 
self-defense. It must at the same 
time continue to assist them to- 
ward economic recovery. On the 
other hand, the United States 
must be careful, in doing so, .not 
to weaken its own basic economic 
strength. . 

Economic recovery and securit 
against aggression are tlosely re- 
lated, and the rements for 
each must be carefully balanced. 
The weight of an armament pro- 
gram large enough to sustain 
even a minimum level of security 
probably would overburden the 
shaky economies of most Euro- 
pean countries, if they were 
forced to undertake. it alone. Cer- 
tainly, the necessary diversion of 
scarce materials and manpower 
from production for recovery 
would destroy the stability. now 
being established through Erp. 

It seems clear that the United 
States must supply much of the 
military equipment which the 
countries working for recovery 
cannot produce themselves. In 
so doing, we must neither en- 
danger our own economic or mil- 
itary strength nor deprive friend 
nations of the aid we —— 


the valuable gains already made 
toward recover. 

The nations of Western Europe 
have been individually spending 
large sums on armaments without 


and mutual aid” in the Vanden- 
berg Resolution mean. Each coun- 
try must contribute what it can 
most effectively, whether in man- 
power, arms, raw material, or pro- 
duction capacity. 

As in the case of ERP, coordi- 
nated efforts by the Europeans in 
an integrated p Should 
both give them greater returns for 
their effort and reduce the 
amount of supplemental assis- 
tance they will need from the 
United States. In some cases their 
domestic expenditures for military 
purposes may be increased, but a 
successful program: of integrated 
defense, with United States back- 
ing, will bring a degree of securi- 
ty which could not be obtained in 
any other way and which should 
facilitate further recovery through 
increasing confidence, 
Economic recovery is funda- 
mental and should continue 0 
have priority over rearmament. 
What is needed is a carefully 
drawn balance in Europe between 
recovery and rearmament and a 
similar balance here between the 
needs of our own domestic econo- 
my, our own defense, our contri- 
bution to ERP, and our contribu- 
tion to European rearmament. 

The supply of military equip- 
ment alone to the friendly na- 
tions of Europe would only par- 
tially relieve their insecurity. It 
would not fulfill the intent of the 
Vandenberg Resolution. Formal 
association of the United States 
with those countries in an ar- 
rangement directed against ag- 
gression evidently will be needed 
to give practical meaning to the 
provisions of the resolution ‘and 
to bring the security and sense of 
security which are essential, A 
logical point at which to begin 
such association is with the five 
nations that form the Brussels 
arrangement. 

North Atlantic Community. 

The geographic position of. the 
Brussels Pact nations brings their 
strategic and security interests 
into mesh with those ‘of the 
United States and Canada. Con- 
sequently, from the combined re- 
quirements for security in this 
geographic area there has sprung 
the concept of a regional security 
arrangement among the nations 
of what might be called the North 
Atlantic community. 

In July 1948, following the pas- 
sage of the Vandenberg Resolu- 
tion, exploratory conversations 
were begun in Washington at the 
request of the Brussels Pact na- 
tions, between their representa- 
tives and representatives of Can- 
ada and the United States. These 
discussions concerned possible 
methods of incygeasing the secur- 
ity of the participating nations 
through a collective security ar- 
rangement, within the framework 
of the United Nations Charter, in 
which they and other nations in 
the North Atlantic area might 
participate. ' 

These considerations led to 
agreement that such an arrange- 
ment was both practicable and 
eminently desirable. Late in Octo- 
ber the Canadian and Brussels 
Treaty Governments announced 
their «readiness to négotiatée a 
treaty ‘establishing such an ar- 
rangement. The exploratory talks 
were resumed early in Detdenbor 
and have brought steady progress 
toward specific proposals for a 
treaty. 

Planning for Common Defense. 

In April the Permanent Military 
Committee established by the 
Brussels Treaty undertook the 
task of planning an integrated de- 
fense organization and a common 
defense policy and of co-ordinating 
the ‘military forces and resources 
of the five countries. Since July, 
United States and Canadian mili- 
tary representatives have been par- 
ticipating in a nonmember status 
in the work of the committee. 

The five Ministers of Defense in 
September approved an integrated 
military command organization 
headed by Viscount Montgomery 
as chairman of the Commanders 
in Chief Committee, French Gen. 
Jean de Lattre de Tassigny as 
commarder in chief of the West- 
ern European Ground Forces, 
British Air Marshal Sir James 
F.obb as commander in chief of 
the Air Forces, and French Vice 
Admiral Robert Jaujard as Naval 
“Flag Officer” of the committee. 
In October, the Consultative Coun- 
cil approved the common defense 
policy, based on the Brussels 
treaty and on the United Nations 
Charter. The committee is. cur- 
rently working on co-ordinating 
the military resources ‘of the five 
countries in an integrated supply 
program which is expected to re- 
veal’ what the five can do for 
themselves and each other in this 
respect and the extent to which

LOBBY FADES OUT 


HEADS ARCHITECT'S CHAPTER

WAS GTON, Jan. 27.— The 
high-powered lobby farmed to ob- 
tain legislation legalizing delivered 
pricing systems, outlawed by the 
Supreme Court in the case of the 
cement industry, has petered out 
after only a few weeks of activity. 

As disclosed in the Post-Dispatch 
Dec. 3 the lobby, organized under 
the name of the National Compe- 
tition Committee, hired a Pitts- 
burgh public relations firm, 
Ketchum, Inc., to set up a national 
organization for a fee of $11,000 a 
month, not including expenses. 

Two Versions Given, 

There are two versions of what 
happened, The first was given to 
the Post-Dispatch by a person not 
connected with Ketchum. He said 
that publication of the original 
story caused such a furor among 
certain other Ketchum clients, 
who didn’t want their names asso- 
ciated with a concern that had 
registered with the Government as 
a lobbyist, that they forced 
Ketchum to drop the account. 

The other version was given the 
Post-Dispatch by McClean Work, 
a vice president of Ketchum, who 
said that the firm's activities in 
connection with the committee 
were to be divided into two parts, 
the first orgapization, the second 
lobbying for legislation. 

The first phase was completed, 
Work said, and the committee is 
now marking time, undecided 
whether to proceed with the sec- 
ond phase. 

Not Eager to Talk About It. 

Work did not appear eager to 
discuss the matter, He did say 
with emphasis, “We have filed our 
final report (as lobbyists.)” 

The Supreme Court last April 
outlawed the multiple-basing point 
pricing system, as used by the 
cement industry, as constituting a 
price-fixing conspiracy. This cast 
doubts on thel egality of similar 
systems employed by other indus- 
tries. 

The steel industry, following the 
decision, which upheld a ruling 
by the Federal Trade Commission, 
went on an f. o. b. basis, forcing 
widespread adjustments by fabri- 
cators throughout the country. A 
Senate committee held extensive 
hearings last fall on the effects 
of the decision.

A proposed meeting of members 
of the Real Property Owners’

move to evict tenants in protest 
against extended rent control leg- 
islation pending in Congress, drew 
a sharp protest from Robert Logs- 
don, chairman of the Progressive 
Party.

TV Headquarters, 
New York or Coast? 
By John Crosby i 


HOLLYWOOD, Jan. 27. 

NE of the largest questions confronting the 

television networks is: “Where will head- 

quarters be—New York or Hollywood?” 
Both sites are defended with about equal in- 
genuity; there's a 
good deal to de 
said for either side, 
so let's say it. 

The New York- 
ers point out that 
television is mak- 
ing large strides in 
the East—and out 
here East is de- 
fined as anything 
the other side of 
the Rockies—while 
it is still wallowing 
here in apathy and 
inexperience. Also, 

55 1 the West is Se p- 
ti N arated from East 
JOHN CROSBY Coast television by 

2000 miles. The coaxial cable won't link up this 
part of the country with the East for at least 
two years and possibly longer. In the mean- 
time the East will be so well intrenched that 
it will hold its lead forever. 

* * * 

THE WEST COAST retorts to this argument 
by pointing to radio. Network radio started in 
New York and Chicago and ultimately drifted 
out here, partly because the big radio stars 
wanted to cuddle up to the movies, partly be- 
cause the talent pool in Hollywood is almost 
inexhaustible. The same thing, the West Coast 
says, will happen to television. It’s a pretty 
good argument but there are some ‘holes in it. 

For one thing, the theory that Hollywood 
boulevard and Vine street are just crawling with 
talent is disputed by several East Coast televi- 
sion producers who flew out here expecting to 
find song and dance men on every second stool 
at Romanoff's. There are song and dance men, 
all right, but most of them are named Gene 
Kelly and are priced beyond reason. The type 
of talent television can afford is mostly, these 
people say, sitting on the stools at the Walgreen 
drug store at Forty-fourth street and Broadway. 

* * * 

STILL THERE’S NO DOUBT that the enor- 
mous gravitational pull of Hollywood will exert 
great pressure. The facilities here are breath- 
taking. With a few phone calls you can locate 
a 1908 Locomobile, a man who specializes in the 
munufacture of spider webs, a recording of the 
mating cry of a goat, or Betty Grable. The 
props—both those that breathe and those that 
don’t—are all here and have been bought and 
paid for by movie money. 

On the other hand, there is already some evi- 
dence that the advertising agencies are reluctant 
to sign up anything their clients can’t see. And 
the clients, almost without exception, are back 
East. In radio this didn’t matter so much. You 
don’t have to look at Jack Benny, just turn on 
the radio. But the West is still 2000 coaxial 
miles from the clients.

‘THE STAKES in this argument are high. 
Television demands space—horizontal space like 
@ movie lot, not vertical space like the R.C.A. 
Building. Full-scale television production will 
ultimately require—and remember, radio needed 
none of ‘this—huge sound stages, shops for set 
construction and scene painting, property rooms, 
space for set storage, dressing rooms, wardrobe 
and makeup rooms, film vaults. 

About a year ago, Richard Goggin, head of 
television programming for A.B.C, on the West 
Coast, predicted television would need all this 
and immediately was accused of having holes 
in his head. Today every one thinks along the 
same lines.

THE QUESTION REMAINS: Where to put 
it? A plant like that is too expensive to dupli- 
cate on both coasts. A.B.C. has taken the gam- 
ble and bought the old Vitagraph studios from 
Warner Brothers for $300,000. This 20-acre lot 
where Al Jolson made “The Jazz Singer” and 
John Barrymere made “Moby Dick“ is one of 
the few still in Hollywood proper and it’s tiny 
by comparison with, say, the 300-acre Twentieth 
Century-Fox studios. Still, with its two sound 
stages, one of which is 150 feet by 50 feet with 
e 50-foot ceiling, still one of the largest out 
here, it'll probably be the biggest video opera- 
tion anywhere in the world. Conversion to tele- 
vision will cost at least twiee as much as the 
original purchase price.and in spite of it, con- 
sidering construction costs, A.B.C. probably 
picked up a bargain (if the industry centers out 
here). 

N. B. C. whose local station KNBH, just opened 
here, is taking no such gamble. KNBH has one 
television studio, a converted radio studio which 
Sidney Strotz, N.B.C. vice president in charge 
of West Coast operations, admits the network 
will outgrow in a couple of months. However, 
NB. C. oon a number of theaters which are 
adaptable for ‘television temporarily. If any- 
thing more elaborate is needed, there are 40 
sound stages within five minutes of the NB. C. 
studios which can be bought or rented.

He has given it superb imagery, from 


richly dramatic groupings which effectively 

use a great depth of focus, Roger Furse's 
ark sets of dank, drafty and gloomy Elsinore, and Desmond 
Dickenson's imaginative, unshackled and perceptive camera, 
which roams through the great bare halls, the archways, the 
worn stairways and the savage battlements. He has exacted 
luminous, cogent performances of the supporting roles, with 
those of Basil Sydney as King Claudius, Jean Simmons as 
Ophelia, and Felix Aylmer as Polonius really definitive for the 
parts. His direction and editing, with exceptions to be noted, 
are bold and exciting. The beauty of the language in most 
cases has been given its full values, but has never been allowed 
to remain a static, rhetorical exercise. It is delivered with 
mobility always, either in the camera or actors, with great 
vigor and fluidity, but about as crystal clear as it is possible 
for actors to make iambic pentameter and often archaic forms 
to a modern audience. In his stripped-down body of the play 
(it ‘is a two-and-a-half hour version as campared to the four 
hours for the full play, and about 15 minutes shorter than the 
usual stage version) he has induced unflagging pace, a seldom 
relaxed tension and a smoothness of continuity. In short, he 
has done everything to make it a magnificent motion picture 
except to give us a whole Hamlet. 

There is, of course, no absolute for the role of the Dane, 
and ‘if there were it would rob the part of much of its fascina- 
tion. But Olivier, for all his keen intelligence, seems to us to 
have missed on his Hamlet. To make sure. of his compelling, 
highly paced drama, he has sacrificed the prince himself. The 
pitiless psychological probings of the backings and fillings of 
a man suffering from paralysis of the will, which after all made 
the play more than did its poetry and its dramatic structure, 
have been tempered or discarded to give us a protagonist who 
is merely temporarily frustrated by chance, and not by himself, 
in carrying out nis revenge. 

Olivier delivers the first soliloquy, the “Oh that this too 
too solid flesh would melt,” with a musing tenderness, a forlorn 
and quietly lyrical reflectiveness that is the antithesis of the 
stabbing suspicions, the burning resentment, the confusion, 
anguish and scarcely controlled passion so implicit in the words. 
The soliloquy, “O, what a rogue and peasant slave am I!” is 
cut ‘entirely, as is the “How all occasions do inform against me.” 
These are the core of the character, it seems to me. In them 
Hamlet re¢ognizes his own tragic fiaw—his indecision. He 
wresties with his doubts, reviles his own weakness in the face 
of his duty, castigates his faltering spirit. The first, in which 
Hamlet subconsciously uvoids action by planning to use the 
device of re-enacting the murder of his father to obtain a con-

The “To be or not to be” likewise is delivered in a low key, 
one ‘of saddened bewilderment that, while it scarcely indicates 
the raging turmoil of the man’s soul, still is effective in its 
way... Perhaps Olivier’s concept of the role was influenced by 
a reaction to the ranting and breast-beating, the neurotic 
hysteria dr the psychopathic raving of other interpretations. 
Perligps in the two soliloquies he gives, he wanted to accent 
naturalism—he presents them as unspoken thoughts, only oc 
easionally rising to the lips—but naturalism is hardly a prereq- 
uisite-of a play which opens with a visitation from a ghost. 
The stripping of the role ef much of its meaning can scarcely 
be excused by the necessity for cutting—the speech to the 
players, certainly not an essential, is retained. More time is de- 
voted to Ophelia’s madness than to Hamlet's. Fortinbras, Ros- 
encr@fits and Guildenstern, Reynaldo, the second grave digger, 
the political situation and the plot to kill Hamlet in England, 
arent missed too much in the editing. But such key lines as 
Hamiet’s “And thus the native hue of resolution is sicklied o'er 
with the pale cast of thought” have not been happily lost. 

Particularly contrasting with Olivier’s overly mild inner 
interpretation of Hamlet is his strong and brilliant playing of 
the outer aspects of his disturbed mind—the caustic irony with 
Polonious, the cutting cruelty to Ophelia and his impatience 
with her shrinking maidenliness, his impassioned chiding of his 
mother, his sudden outbursts of anger, his terror of the ghost. 
His inspired directorial] hand is evident everywhere—the crouch- 
ing figures of the guards silhouetted on the fog-enshrouded bat- 
tlement as they quail before the ghost, the magnified heartbeats 
that announce the ghost’s presence, the pat on the head to the 
players’ dog with the line, “I am glad to see thee well,” the 
clarity of speech obtained by substituting such words as 
“visor” and “call” for “beaver” and “clepe,” the Oedipus tinge 
given to the chamber scene with his mother, the dagger falling 
into the pounding surf at the climax of the “To be or not to be,” 
the rie beauty of Ophelia’s drowning scene, the thrilling fenc- - 
ing scene, the implication that Hamlet's mother took the cup 
of poison to save him, gnd not by accident as indicated in the 
tent. Some of the editing is logical, too—the placing of the 
„To be or not to be” after the “Get thee to a nunnery” revile- 
ment of Ophelia, and abbreviating the plotting between Claudius 
and Laertes and placing it after the graveyard scene. 

A great film. But, more’s the pity, it could have been even

Difficult Job Accomplished Under Big 
Handicaps, Says Writer—After New 


Electrical Equipment Was Installed, 
The Kitchen Help Refused to Use It

E would look back to the 
W runcing of the new White 

House kitchen the way people 
in Bible times did to the flood. 

“When we changed from DC to 
AC,” we'd say. 

That was in 1935, and it started 
out like any other year, with the 
usual pother of young people’s 
dances, and sausages and scram- 
bled eggs and three half barrels 
of beer in the lobby, and tea the 
next day, and dinner for 60 the 
next night, and so on. 

January always brought politics 
to the fore, along with the bigger 
functions, and black ants in the 
White House kitchen. They always 
showed up around cold weather. 

Mr. Howe was getting more iras- 
cible by the hour.

HAT had been the first idea 

Mrs. Roosevelt and I had when 

we entered the White House 
kitchen. Two years had gone by, 
and the ovens were still smoking 
and the refrigeration was worse 
than before. Then, this March, 
the situation cleared. I was in- 
vited to visit the General Electric 
in Cleveland and look over their 
new electric kitchens with the 
idea of converting over the White 
House. The new kitchens were 
enough to make any housekeep- 
er’s mouth water. We wound up 
all the usual May mess of garden 
parties climaxing with one for 
5000 souls, and planned to clear 
the White House slate for the 
new kitchen. The Roosevelts 


would be off for the summer, 1 


thought, either to Hyde Park or 
Campobello, and the carpenters 
and electricians and plumbers 
could operate in a nice big empty 


White House. 


Those were part of the plans I 
made, not one of which came 
about as planned. By June 6 the 
kitchen equipments, plans and 
specifications, had all been drawn 
up and decided upon, and work 
of excavating had already started 
under the driveway of the North 
Portico. The President was not 
leaving until July, I learned, and 
meantime everybody else would 
get out, so it seemed safe enough 
to start work on the upper kitch- 
en. This was a storeroom on the 
top floor that we planned to make 
over into a modern kitchen that 
would do for the Roosevelts when 
they dined en famille, and for the 
children. 

The old downstairs kitchen was 
to be completely done over.

swiftly enough. Families move 
out for big renovation jobs and 
come back to a place slicked up 
and new. Not in a President's 
home! 

Our first setback came when 
we learned that the President 
couldn’t get away until July. 

Excavation had started under 
the kitchen, and still he stayed 
on and so did Mr. Howe. Mr. 
Howe was a sick man and 
wouldn't move, so we had to keep 
open all summer. On June 27 
we gave an official dinner to the 
Prime Minister of Australia. 

“Thank goodness,” I wrote im- 
politely in my diary, “they are 
making it a small dinner of 
thirty-six. He would come when 
we're practically closed. What 
a mess he'll find, a big excavation 
in front and the remodeling start- 
ing.” 

There were tunnels in the kitch- 
en. We put boards over and 
trotted over the boards to serve 
this official dinner, and it’s a 
wonder some of us didn’t break 
our necks. 

To add to the confusion, this 
was the hottest summer anyone 
ever lived through outside of 
Tophet. I felt sorry for the guests 
in their formal clothes, I felt sor- 
rier for the staff. I never have 
become accustomed to Washington 
summers, although the city has 
been my home for many years and 
I wouldn't live anywhere else. But 
this was the sort of summer when 
people go around gasping for air, 
and the air-conditioning we had 
put into the White House wasn’t 
working and had to be taken out, 
and after conferences the leaders 
ot the land came out dripping and 
changed their shirts four or five 
times a day. 

The throngs of summer visitors 
were bigger than ever. People 
picked their way past the dirt 
heaps and wanted to be shown 
over the White House, and no 
matter how busy we were, they 
had to be shown. 

Mrs. Roosevelt went off for ten 
days to Hyde Park, which gave us 
a rest, but the President stayed 
on. I wrote with premature opti- 
mism, “But no house guests. Mrs. 
Roosevelt promised.” 

She sent them anyway. She was 
too kindhearted to resist.

West opened the club seven, 
and although South played the 
hand to the best advantage, so 
did the defenders, and the result 
was a two-trick, 200-point, defeat. 

North immediately said, What's 
the idea of rebidding your hand 
like that when I signed off at 
two spades? Suppose you did have 
two aces—so what? If I couldn't 
make a better bid than two spades 
there certainly wasn’t any chance 
for game, so why stick your neck . 
out? 

South did not bother to answer, 
so let’s take over the cudgels on 
his behalf, North was a mere 100 
per cent wrong! In the first place, 
his two-spade rebid was not a 
sign-off; in the second place, 
South had every right to bid two 
no-trump on his hand, in expecta- 
tion of finding substantially better 
values than North laid down,
